ANOTHER CASE OF CHILD FLOGGING.

A Little Givl Whipped to Death,

The Kingston (C. W.) correspondent of the
New York ~uw, under date of the 1ith, relates
the following horrible story :(—

Another case of fatal chilld logeing, 1T possible
more revolting in shocking detmtls than the
recent Lindsley child murder in Meding, N, Y.,
occurred at Barmia, » few miles from this eoity,
on Wednesday last, the victim in this instanee
beine o littlg girl dve years of ae, numed Kate
Bibley, the \lluulllmuh- daughter of sSchuyler
Bipley and & Miss Kate Davis, and the alleged
prosocation leading to the cruel act being the
refusnl of the child 1o say 1ts pravers, From the
evidence elicited st the foguest on the body of
the child, it appears that on the night in goes-
tion the mother had beaten the child with & raw
hude for nearly an bour, and when rendered in-
seneible by uzn and loss of blood, thruet it into
a chatr, and went to bed, For o ime the child
was heard to moan as it o lulense azony, but
soon became quiet, snd nothing more was hesrd
until pear mworning, when o servant enterine the
room found the child dead, and immediately
mave the alarm,

Upoun litring the child from the floor, where it
had fallen, & most revolfing sight was presented,
The head, face, and shoulders were soarred und
digcolored from the terrible blows of the raw
hide, while the body, from bhead to foot, pre-
sonted a shookingly maungled and bloody ap-
peariuce.  Old scars, sourcaly kealod, were also

visible upon the body, testifying Lo former cruel
floggings, The medical evidence showe! that
the injuries of the Nogeing were alone safficiont
to produce death, but that serious interoal in-
juries, the result of kicks or blows, had pre
vionaly been reoeived; and the entire absonce of
food for many hours had also something to do
with the result. The murderess, in belug ex-
amined, confessed that a fow days previous to
the fatal act, the father of the child had admin-
tered to It & most unmerciful beating for not
saying its prayers, and ordered her to do the
same whenever it refosed. The jury returned a
verdiot, eriminating both parents, whereupon
they were both committed to prison to await
trnl for murder.
